Can’t Cm Preserratine*. 

The Pennsylvania department of ag 
riculture has devoted considerable at¬ 
tention to tlie so called “preservutines, ” 
uow commonly advertised fur the pres- 
srvutiou of cider, milk and other arti- 
jles of food. In every case it is found 
that they are composed of some form of 
boracio acid, and iu some cases salicylic 
acid. When added to milk according to 
directions, one pint of milk contains 
from nine to ten grains of tho drug. 

Tho medicinal dose is from 5 grains 
to 80 grains. The department of agri¬ 
culture bus decided that tlie use of tbe 
“proservatiues” is injurious to public 
health and that they come under the 
provisions of the pure food act. Persons 
using or selling them are liable to con¬ 
viction uud flue.

A drama of real life more extraordi¬ 
nary in its developments than tho com¬ 
plicated plots of Wilkie Collins has 
been brought to light by tho indefati- 
gablo investigations of a Cleveland at 
torney. 

Two years ago a Dr. Emerson of Be¬ 
rea, a Cleveland suburb, was arrested 
i on the charge of bnrglary. Tho trial 
I was sensational, a pathetic feature be¬ 
ing the devotiou displayed by his young 
and beantifnl wife, who sat constantly 
by his side daring the trial. Emerson 
was convicted and sent to the peniten¬ 
tiary. His wifo was shocked later to 
discover that he had repaid her devo¬ 
tion by surreptitiously making out a 
mortgage of his property, while in jail, 

I to one Mary Thiers. 

Mrs. Emerson’s love turned to ha- 
i tred. She instituted divorce proceedings 
and was granted a decree. Then she 
consulted an attorney in regard to the 
legality of the mortgage. In his investi¬ 
gation the attorney discovered that 
Mary Thiers had been living with John 
Thiers, who was not her husband. This 
John Thiers died last July, leaving all 
his property to Mary. He had been an 
intimate friend of Dr. Emerson. 

Several days ago the attorney received 
a letter from a man named Wittman of 
Buffalo. The writer said he had read 
the name of John Thiers in tbe death 
list of a Cleveland newspaper. He ask¬ 
ed the attorney to make inquiries nnd 
see if John Thiers was not in reality 
Casper Wittman, the writer’s father. 
“Casper Wittman,” oontinnedthe writ¬ 
er, “left his devoted wife in Buffalo 
to wildly follow Mary Thiers, who poi¬ 
soned his mind against his family. He 
was worth $60,000 in cash and held 
much real estate in Cleveland and De¬ 
troit. ” 

The letter conclnded with the state¬ 
ment that if Thiers and Wittman were 
the same, the attorney should immedi¬ 
ately institute proceedings to contest 
the will, as the writer should maintain 
that his mother and children were Cas¬ 
per Wittman's legal heirs. 

An investigation of the will settled 
tho question of identity. It is signed 
John Thiers, but he says he was for¬ 
merly known as Casper Wittman. Now 
comes another complication. In his will 
Wittman speuks of his “former wife. ” 
Tho court records show that ho was 
never divorced in Cleveland, and the 
attorney claims that were Wittman di¬ 
vorced the divorce would be fraudulent¬ 
ly obtained. The story of these two

Since blind pools becamo an unprof¬ 
itable, not to soy hazardous, business 
to follow, the men who “live by their 
wits” havo been figuring on some ether 
scheme by which they can humbug the 
people and take their money without 
running too much risk of landing in tho 
penitentiary. 

The indications are that gold mining 
, speculation has been selected as the 
safest ond most profitable of all tho 
schemes. The danger is not so immedi¬ 
ate as with blind pools. 

Public memory is short. Several years 
have passed since thousands of people 
all over the country lost their money in 
gold mining speculation. The schemers 
evidently figure now that another crop 
of lambs, another generation of gullible 
suckers, has grown up to be fleeced, and 
they are after the game. They are try¬ 
ing to make the gold craze as popular 
now as it was in 1849. 

This uew scheme is no ordinary one. 
It looks like a gigantic, well planned, 
concerted movement covering the whole 
country. Tho men behind it have ap¬ 
parently no lack of influence, and are 
ready to risk their cash for a good re¬ 
turn from tho suckers. Cripple Creek is 
the soeno of their exploits. New com¬ 
panies by tho score have sprung up 
whose alluring prospectuses bold out 
great inducements to the man or wom¬ 
an who is gullible enough to invest. 

Nothing catches the ordinary person 
like gold. In a newspaper u story about 
the timling of a miser’s pot of gold, tho 
uncovering of a big nugget or the short¬ 
age of the yellow metal in tho national 
treasury will attract the reader’s eyo 
and attention as quickly as any class of 
reading that can bo secured. 

This seems to ho thoroughly under¬ 
stood by those behind this gigantic 
movement to inflate gold stocks. It is 
said they have secured tho co-operation 
of one or more newspapers in all tho 
larger cities of tho country, as well as 
a number of news distributing agencies, 
to aid them in creating public interest 
in gold mining stocks in a general way, 

I and those of Cripplo Creek in particu- 
| lor. 

Tho plan of working tho newspaper 
end of the scheme is to open up with an ; 
interesting story of the gold mining 
busiuoss in Africa and a recital of tho 
recent enormous crash in tho Kaffir gold 
stocks. Then follows in a few days an¬ 
other story of the production and de- I 
mand for gold on the American eonti- ' 
nent. Then wonderful developments in 
Cripple Crock begin.

Next comes tho prospectus man. He 
sends out prospectuses by tho thousand 
for this company or that, offering to 
sell stock in companies owning any¬ 
where from 10 to 1,000 acres of land

Dream” and other valuable lodes aro 
under patent, and tho company expects 
! to get a three-sixteenth interest in them. 

: Other valuable incidentals nro thrown 
in, in a careless way, to invite confi- ! 
j deuce and a disposition to subscribe. 

The only thing tho prospectuses do 
: not do, as a rule, is to promiso u return 
for tho money of (lie investors. A few 
aro daring enough to do this, but most 
j of them refrain. There is another plan, 
j however, that sounds nearly as good.

THRILLING SEA STORY. 

Crew of an American Vemel Kesoacd an 
It Waa Sinking* 

The British steamer Rosemorran, 
Captain Norman, from Norfolk ami 
Newport News for Leith, landed at 
Plymouth the other evening tho captain 
ot the American ship Bello O'Brien. 

! from San Francisco, before reported 
foundered, together with his wife and 
13 of the ship’s crew. These were picked 
ap from a small boat ou Nov. 27 as they 
were abandoning the sinking wreck. 

Captain Colley makes the following 
1 statement: 

“Our voyage was a stormy one from 
i tho first, anil tho ship was soon driven 
i from her course and began to leak. We 
wero not noxious for our safety until we 
pot within 75 miles of Queenstown, on 
Nov. 17, when the ship encountered n 
terrific gale, with tremendous seas, 
which swept her docks and stove and 
| carried off her bulwarks and deckhouse, 
j The ship was thou leaking badly and 
1 taking water very fast. 

“Tho crew manned the pumps eon- 
| stantly in the effort to savo our lives, 
i Tho water continued to gain, however, 

! and on Nov. 19 tho water in the hold 
| was ten feet deep. In the meantime one 
man had fallen overboard and was 
: drowned. Ou Nov. 19 wo got out the 
longboat and towed her astern. Three 
seamen and the second officer were in 
1 tho boat. The high seas caused tho boat 
to plunge so violently that it became 
necessary to cat tho painter to prevent 
her from swamping. The boat was with¬ 
out oars and was provided with neither 
food nor water. When tho painter was 
I cut, tho boat drifted away into the dark¬ 
ness, and I immediately had another 
boat lowered, manned by tho first and 
' third officers and five men, provided 
with flashlights to search for her. 

I'Tlio Belle O’Brien watched for hours 
for tho return of tho boats, but wo saw 
neither of them ngaiu. Soeu another 
gale sprang up, and tho pumps heoamo 
very difficult to work on account of tlie 
grain in the hold choking them. As the 
water gained, the grain continued to 
i swell until it bulged the planks ou the 
ship’s sides and heaved her decks. Wo 
did not relax our desperato efforts to 
j keep the ship afloat until we were sigiit- 
i ed and picked up by tho Rosemorrnii. ’’ 

TOOK PART OF HIS SKULL. 

Klumpetcr Will Have a I’icce of Silver In 
Its riucc. 

What promises to ho a very successful 
trephining operation was performed on 
j Policeman Peter Klumpetcr of Brook¬ 
lyn tho other morning by Dr. Sappirl.

On the previous day lie had gained a 
lodgment on tho slopes and driven the 
Confederates step by step over the crest. 
Geary’s division carried the heavy end 
of tho task. It crossed Lookout creek 
above tho enemy’s position and moved 
down the bank to clear tho way for the 
remainder of the corps. Turning then 
Geary drove tho enemy up the moun¬ 
tain, around the point. Although order¬ 
ed to halt half way up, ho kept on in 
chase of the fleeing, panic stricken 
crowd. Finally the whole corps united 
near tho crest, where the Confederates 
made a last stand. A mist that had 
hung over the mountain all tho morn¬ 
ing settled ubout noon, forming thick 
clouds aronnd the base. Above these 
the battle went ou, witnessed from afar 
by anxious generalN uml their soldiers. 
Being unnblo to see beyond his immedi¬ 
ate front. Hooker halted his troops about 
2 o'clock and bnilt temporary broast- 
works. Theso were attacked in tho 
night, but the Confederates were repuls¬ 
ed, and before morning evacuated the 
position. Detachments from several 
regiments ascended to tho crest, and ut 
sunrise a soldier of the Eighth Kentucky, 
picking his route among the rocks, un¬ 
furled the flag upon tho extreme point 
of Lookout, in full view of tho armies 
in the Tennessee valley and around 
Chattnuongu as well as along Lookout 
valley. When Old Glory swung out to 
tho breeze, the cheers ef Hooker’s men 
greeted it and were tukcu up ami re¬ 
echoed throughout all tho bristling 
camps. 

Hooker’s battle above the clouds has 
been depreciated by some writers as 
having been spectacular rather than ef¬ 
fective. The Confederal*s didn’t, think 
so. Tho hold und toilsome and ever on¬ 
ward movement of the fee taught them 
that the mountain was to count for lit¬ 
tle in tho impending struggle. It would 
he a combat man for man. They hadn’t 
the men.

Missionarv Ridge 
Sherman a was carried by a 

C~fhtr-L' series of attacks. 

^cluucis.. sherman opened tits 
ball by an early assault on the moun¬ 
tain, where the Confederates had erected 
works near a railway tunnel. Union 
butteries rained missiles upon the hill¬ 
side which in the course of an hour 
demolished tho enemy’s gun carriages, 
musket stocks, swahsticks uud flagstaffs. 
.Sherman’s men climbed to within 1.5 
paces of tho barricade and took shelter 
under the crost. The combatants were 
so plucod that they couldn't aim across 
the hoadlogs, and kept up the fight by 
hurling stones over into the crowded 
ranks. On the Confederate side Maney's 
Tennessee brigade hold the line near 
the tunnel. Two Napoleon guns which 
the Tennesseeans had cuptured in a pre¬ 
vious battle were close at liund, double 
shotted with grape. Finally tho soldiers 
themselves took it into their heads to 
end tho deadlock. Throe companies of 
the First Tennessee leaped over the bar¬ 
ricade on tlie flunk of Sherman’s col¬ 
umn and started to “roll up” his line. 
Tho nrtillorists ou tho crest swung their 
NapnleoiiH so as to sweep the ridge 
lengthwise, depressed, and lot go their 
stinging grape. Then the whole brigade 
of Tennesseeans, soon followed by oth¬ 
ers, leaped tho works, und in two sec¬ 
onds Shot man’s column was changed 
into a mob, some surging uphill, half 
dragged as prisoners, others sliding and 
tumbling down hill to get uwuy. At 
the mimeTimo another column of Con¬ 
federates poured through the tunnel on 
the flunk and rear of the routed ranks 
of blue, completing the disaster.

After some little 
delay the signal guns boomed one, two. 

Tho soldiers, im¬ 
patient at long delay, spraug forward 
at double quick, each striving to out¬ 
strip his follow. The Confederates iu 
the works at tho base of tho hill cluing 
ed from shot and shell at long range tc 
canister uud bullets when tho assailants 
got close up. However, the enthusiastic 
men of the Army of the Cumberland 
dashed through tho storm uud cleared 
the works with their huyouets. Then 
came the halt us ordered. 

A half a mile beyond tho captured 
line, at the foot of the ridge, was a sec¬ 
ond row of breastworks, with still an¬ 
other, the strongest of all, upon the very 
crest. The victorious troops laid down 
in tho captured trenches nndor fire. 
Wearying of that, and not stopping for 
orders, first ouo regiment, then another, 
moved ont, aligned on its colors, and 
started up the steep slope, struggling 
over rocks and fallen timber. Loud hur¬ 
rahs from distant parts of the line greet¬ 
ed this advance, till at lust the officers 
of regiments and brigades gave way to 
the enthusiasm uud encouraged tiie men 
to go forward. Before the movement 
could be checked from headquarters tho 
entire Army of the Cumberland was 
scrambling np the hill in broken de¬ 
tachments but with unbroken conruge. 
First the enemy’s line was broken iu a 
few places only, bnt in the end Thom¬ 
as’ soldiers captured the entire ridge 
and turned the batteries upon the rout¬ 
ed Confederates. This blow, following 
close npou Hooker’s exploit, paralyzed 
the defender of Chattanooga.
